young birds also have an innate, in 
stinctive horror of the sight of a hawk 
and of the sound of its voice. Swal- 
lows, titmice, tomtits, and wrucs, after 
having been conliued from birth, are 
capable of Hying successfully at once 
when liberated on their wings having 
attained the necessary growth to ren- 
der flight possible. 
Tho Duke of 


Argyll relates some very interesting 
particulars about the instincts of birds, 
especially of the water ousel, the incv.-j 
ganser, and the wild duck. Kveu as to 
the class of beasts I lind recorded: 
"Five young polecats were found com- 
fortably imbedded in dry, withered 
fjrass, and in a side hole, of proper 
dimensions for such a larder, were 
forty frogs and toa.ls, all silive, but 
merely capable of sprawling a little. 
On examination the whole number, 
toads and all. proved to have been pur- 
posely nud dexterously bitten through 
the 
brain."

provided 


I ho young with food 
which could 


be kept perfectly fresh, because alive, 
aud yet was rendered quite unable to 
escape. This singular instinct is like 
others which are yet more fullv devel- 
oped among insects—a class of animals 
the instincts of which are so numerous, 
wonderful and notorious that it will be, 
probably, enough to refer to one or 
two examples. Tho female carpenter 
bee, 
in order to protect her eggs, ex- 


cavates, in some piece of wood, a scries 
of chambers, in special order with a 
virw to peculiar mode of exit for her 
young; but the young mother can have 
no conscious knowledge of the series 
of actions subsequently to ensue. 
This 


female of the wasp, pphcx. affords an- 
otherwell-kuown, butvcrj- remarkable, 
example of n complex instinct closely 
related to that already mentioned in 
Uie case of the polecat. The female 
wasp hits to provide fresh, living ani- 
mal food for her progeny, which, when 
it quits its egg, quits it "in the form of 
an almost helpless grub, utterly unable 
to cate.h, retain or kill an active, strug- 
gling prey. 
Accordingly, the mother 


*Bj»ect has not only to provide and place 


beside her 
60 to treat it that it-may be pli 
unresisting victim. 
That" victim. may 


bo a mere caterpiller, or it may be a 
great, powerful grasshopper, or even 
that most fierce, active and rapacious 
of insect tyrants, a fell and venomous 
spider. 
Whichever it may be, the 


wasp adroitly stings it at the spot 
which induces, or in the several spots 
which induce, complete paralysis as to 
motion, let U3 hope as to sensation 
also. This done, the wasp entombs 
the helpless being with its own egg, 
and leaves it for the support of the fu- 
ture grub.—St. George Mivart, in Fort- 
'niqhttt/ Review. 


PREHISTORIC DOGS. 


The Specimens 'Which Have Come Down to 


Us from the Stone and Bronze Periods. 
In the Danish "kitchen-middens," or 


heaps of household refuse, piled up by 
the men of tha Newer Stone period—a 
time when our 
Scandinavian 
fore- 


fathers used chipped or polished flints 
instead of metal for their weapons—are 
found bone-cuttings belonging to some 
species of the genus Canis. Along 
•with these remains are some of tbe 
Jong bones of birds, all the other bones 
'of the said birds being absent. 
Now 


at is known that the bird bones here 
found aro the very ones which dogs 
can not devour, while the absent ones 
are such as they can bolt with ease, 
iand it, has been ingeniously argued 
jfrom this that the remains in question 
,did reallv belong to ft domestic dog, 
ps, if the animals to which they upper- 
Kained had been wolves, they would 
liiave made short work of the long 
jbones as well as of the others. 
Other 


idog-bones are found in Denmark in 
;laler periods. At the time when tho 
,11'mt knives were succeeded by bronze 
a large dog existed, and at the time 
'when iron was used one larger stall. 
IJu Switzerland, during the Newer 
•Stone pcrod, a dog existed, whiuh is 
'probably t-hc o.dost of which we have 
anv record. It "partook of the charac- 
ter of our hounds and settlers or spnn- 
ii'is,'' and, in the matter of its skull, 
uns ;ibout equally rnuiole from tho 
n - i ! f and jackal.'' "This dog, too, like 
its Danish contemporary, was .succeed- 
ed in the Bronze period by a larger 
variety. 
Thus wo see that at a time 


when oit% ancestors were living "in 
di!iis and caves ol the earth" in a stuto 
of <:i\ ili'/alioji about equal to that of 
Uie African or Australian aborigines c4 
the present day, the dog was already 
systematically kept and ".selected," 
that is, any good varieties which ap- 
peared were taken note of and kept up.

must reply, "Ali was a Katir''.(infidel).
